A lecture wag delivered in the. Queen's 
Hall, Langhara-plico, London, by Assiatont 
Commandant Gsnoral’ Ben Viljoen, ‘of tho 
Jato Burgher Forees, to a considerable 
audicnes. - : voce 

Mr Ben Nathan, in introducing the 
lecturer, snid that Commandant Malan was 
unable to appear, owing to a bad.cold. He 
stated that the lecturer had no desire to see 
the Tors of Peace altered, hud not-bod an 
interview with the Colonial Secretary (hear, - 
hear), und had not tried. to ses the Germay 
‘Emperor (laughter): "He had “fought with” 
gteat bravery, and had lost all he possess: 
ed, and now thought it his’ duty to try to - 
carn a little money hy lecturing te form a 
fond—not only for himself, but for those 
immediately connected with him, 50 that he 
might start afresh in South Africa. He had 
oly ony iden~-to return home to work for 
the prosperity atl harmony of that cauntry 
(applause). 

General, Ben Viljooi, speaking itt 
English, traced the first cause of. the War 
back to the Jameson Raid (hear, bear), 
Despatehes wore tuo hastily exchanged, and 
if more line had been tken on both aides, 
and if more common sonse had been used, 
there necd nothave been 6 warlhearthear): 
Another caure was Mojuba. ‘The Mneilsl 
wished to wipe out that, and the Boers 
were of the belief that. they could yupent 
their success. An eletnont of discontent 
was’ found in, Johapnesburg, where the 
mincing mnguates tried dll they could to 
promote diusatisfaction, The Iutour 
Classes wore in theix-hunds, even though 
the -latter had no quarrel” with the 
Boera.. He.was glad that the macnates 
were now tn pay.a portion af. the 
War Yhdemnity (hear, hear) Speaking of 
the Bocr Generals, he said they had their 
fair share of nowapaper herecs, whether the 
subject wished it or-no. They ‘ind among 
their Generals many who would have mada 
excellont parsons, and others who would 
have carned-a living as clowns. Ho would 
notsay that perhaps there wero English 
Genorals who would answer to the samo 
categorics (hear, honr). Most of these 
-{droppod out as the War. progresacd, and 
were found of the end acting as eatile drov- 
ors_or_in charyo of women’s Jaagers. Ho 
had ‘not heard. that we did the. same 
with auy of cour Genorals- (laughter).
